A mechanical device for the rapid 
cleaning and renovation of track 
ballast Is announced by the Penn- 
sylvania railroad. The machine la 
said to be the result of years of 
research. 


After reaching the point of op-1 


cration, the railroad company an- 
nounces, this device propels itself, 
excavates the ballast 
from 
the 


track, removes the dirt, 
returns 


stone to the track and levels the 
renovated ballast to standard pro- 
file. The machine has .successfully 
withstood conditions of 
practical 


operation in use on the middle di- 
vision. 


The machine, which- is expected 


to reduce 
materially the cost of 


track maintainance, 
has cleaned 


ballast at the rate of 1200 feet of 
track an hour. 
Ballast cleaning, 


a necessary part of the work of 
track upkeep, is laborious and ex- 
pensive with the use of hand tools 
alone. 


The mechanical ballast cleaner 


consists of a combined power plant 
excavator car, a combined separ- 
ator-distributor car and a system 
of flight conveyors for handling 
the dirt removed from the ballast. 


The power-excavator car carries 


a 300 horsepower 
gasoline-driven 


generator as the main power plant. 
It is equipped with two excavator 
buckets for removing material from 
the track as wen as suitable re- 
ceiving hoppers and belts for con- 
veying it to the separator-dlstnbu- 
tory car. 


Material delivered from the con- 


veyor belts to the .separator-distrib- 
utor passes over an electrically op- 
erated vibratory screen, separating 
stone ballast from the dirt. 
The 


ballast passes into A distributing 
hopper, whence it is returned to the 
track 
and 
levelled 
to standard 


while the dirt is carried 
conveyors to a, train of 
cars behind the ballast 
units.

of Lincolnshire, died

June,

as the English statutes phrase .it, 
his five daughters were declared 
to be co-heiresses to/ his office. 


By the decision of her sisters, La- 


dy Yewiaham, the third daughter, 
whose husband la Viscount Lewi- 
sham, son and heir of the Earl 
of Dartmouth, succeeded her fath- 
er as Lord Great Chamberlain, 


The office is invested with nu- 


merous ceremonial duties, chief of 
which Is the responsibility for ar- 
rangements for all royal proces- 
sions and functions of state such 
as the opening and closing of par- 
liament by the sovereign, for which 
the Lord Great Chamberlain issues 
the tickets of admission, appoints 
a peer of his choice to carry the 
sword of state, and sees that the 
ritual of precedence is carefully 
carried out. 


In view of his high office, he him- 


self occupies an important place 
in the procession, walking to the 
right of the sword of state and next

big jump over the figures for 1924, 
when 29,091,417 persons cast ballots 
in the presidential race.
